( fays he ) wants only pratfice on the ProfeſÞrs part, 8c. And truly this virulent Paper is full 
evidence oi want of praftice jntheſe Profeflors, except their Religion were either Pope- 
ry, or worſe, if worſe can be; or excepr they were taught, by their Religion, to ſay all 
manner of Evil of, to Judg, Condemn, Perſecute, and Curſe their Brethren of the ſame 
Church, yea, fomerimes the greater number of them, and thoſe of greateſt account in this 
prear Ciry, for Sobriety, Prudence, Juſtice, and Moderation. I nothing doubt, bur all chat 
are ſober and prudent, that agreed with theſe Cautioners in choice of Magiſtrates and Oftt- 
. cers, bluſt'd when they read cis moſt malignant Paper. 


What follows 1n that Paragraph, has no coherence with Senſe or Reaſon, bur agrees well 
wich che Spirit of the Party : they would char the Immoralities, and evil doings of tofir Men:- 
bers, ſhould aggravate the Euil of Separation, contrary to the Apoſile Paul, who would have 
ſuch to be caſt out, or withdrawn from, and not to be caren with. But having named the 
word Separation, rhe Caurioners are all on fire, and out comes, in. a Parentheiis ( the very 
Nurſe of Hypocriſy and Timi-ſerving ) to wir, thac the Separation is fo. But now to make 
fenſe of whar follows, I muſt learn of ſome Body that's better acquainted with theſe 
Mens Notions than 1 am.

zrample upon the Blood of fuch as my Lord-Refſs!, Col. Sidney, the Earl of Effex, Alderman 
Corniſh, and others, under the name of Common-Wealths Men, tho* rhey are of our Church 
and none other ; If we do not chuſe ſuch as will find their Neighbours guilty of Riots, for 
meering in the place whither they are legally ſummoned, and. adzudge chem tor it to great 
Fines or Imprifonments ;- ſuch as will fil} the Courts with Riorers for meeting rogether, bug 
with an intention to worſhip God ; or Women for vitirung their Great-bellied Nezghbour ; 
as will'be-ready to-give up'the-Charcer of rhe City, asvell as chat-of their ſeyeral Compar 
pics, whenever the-Court or: Favorites have a deſign. ob Uiurparion co carry on ty it... Such 
as will chuſe Sheriffs by the Common-Hall, when not one 1n rwenty that are there does fo 
much as hear his Name 3 and will by military Force debar the Cirizens of their Rights, If 
we dv not labour, with all our Might, by Right and Wrong, by threatning poor Tradet- 
men that depend on our Cuſtom, and otherwiſe, to chute ſuch Men as theſe 3 ( Wiat 
then?)

Then rhe Gentleman ſlides off, and ralks of Self-preſervation ; for which cauſe, note 
"muſt ſhare in the Governient that do not approve the Eſtabliſh'd Religion, Bur whar's thar tothe 
purpoſe? rhe Queſtion is not here, Whether Diſſemers ſhall be admitted ro a ſhare in the 
Government, but whether Konefi, Juſt, and Moderate Men, of the Eftablifh'd Religion, 
( who rheretore favour, as much as in them lies, and will preferve Liberty to Pillenters)
